Toagh Grata 

Tough or damp grain is like the 
flu in that the sooner you can get rW 
of it, the better. The fanner with 
toufh grain will he in a tough (!) 
position, this year. Due to the con¬ 
gestion in public storage, accommoda¬ 
tion for tough grain will bo extremely 
limited or entirely lacking. 

The volume of tough grain is likely 
to be increased this year as a result 
of the more general use of combines, 
particularly in tho hands of inex¬ 
perienced operators who may start 
harvesting before the crop is ready. 

The following suggestions ars re¬ 
produced from a statement issued by 
the Manitoba Department of Agri¬ 
culture. They have equal significance 
for Alberta and Saskatchewan 
farmers. 

Ta Avoid Leas from Tough Grain 
Allow min in atook or swath to 
become thoroughly dry after a rain 
or heavy dew before threshing or 
combining. 

Allow standing grain to become 
fully ripened before atraight com¬ 
bining. 

Weedy crop# should be swathed 
before combining. Straight combining 
such crops adds to ths moisture 
content of the threshed grain. 

Farm Storage Suggestions 
Waad seeds arid othsr foreign 
material should be removed by 
cleaning before Anal storage. 

The larger the bin, the greater risk 
of spoilage. 

Where grain must be stored on 
earth or concrete floors, a foot of 
straw covered with building or water¬ 
proof paper will assist in preventing 
spoilage. (Avoi< use of tar paper.) 

Avoid leaky roofa. Exclude drifting 
»now. 

Whore labour permits, grain too 
moist to be threshed may often he 
stacked and carried over satisfactorily 
to thresh at a later date. 

There are no practical ways of 
drying tough grain on the farm.
